Hawaiian papers announce the formation last 

month of an association of the prominent 
Chinese of Honolulu, all naturalised citizens or 
Hawaiian-born, for the purpose of securing their 
rights in the Territory and their recognition 
as American citizens, : 
The total number of foreign refugees arrived 
at Nagasaki from ‘North China exceeded 600 on 
the 12th inst. Of the above 10-are at Moji, 100 
at Unzen, and the remainder at Nagasaki, where 
the authorities are endeavouring to obtaip hotel 
accommodation for refugees. : 


‘On the 13th inst. we received a telegram 
from Singapore to the following effect :— 
Tyo Japanese were arrested here and. im- 
prisoned. They sought an interview with 
Kang Yu-wei, the Chinese Reformer, and it 
was suspected that they intended to assassinate 
him. They have been banished for five years 
and have gone away by the Sada Maru. 

It is stated that in view of the importance of 
the Far Hastern question, it is probable that- 
an association, consisting of business men and 
members of. Parliament interested in China, will 
be formed shortly with the object of educating 
the people by speeches and lectures as to the 
value of the interests which the British Empire 
possesses in the trade of the Far East, and of 
formulating and advocating a definite policy! to 
be pursued by Great Britain when the present 
outbreak has been suppressed.

They thought it desirable that 
the value of disputed claims, which might be 
dealt. with by one member of the Court, should 
be raised, with a view to expediting the business 
of the Court.' The maximum has, accordingly,.

THE LIQUOR LICENSES ORDINANCE. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL proposed the 
second reading of An Ordinance to amend The 
Liquor Licenses Ordinance, 1898, and to repeal 
The Liquor Licenses Amendment: Ordinance, 
1899. The“ objects and reasons” of this Bill 
were as follow :— 

“Section 2 of this Bill, in offect, re-enacts 
section 3 of Ordinance No. 23 of 1899, except 
that the preposition “to” is inserted between 
the words “sold” and the words “or be drunk 
by..” The Secretary of. State has given in- 
structions that this amendment should bo 
made so as to prevent any difficulty which 
might, otherwise, arise in the construction of 
the law. 

“Section 3 effects increases in the follow- 
ing license fees, namely: (1.) Distillery License 
fees are increased from $150 to $200 per 
annum. (2.) The three different scales of 
Public-house License fees are increased as 
follows :—(a.) Where the annual valuation is 
under $1,600, the fee is increased from $300 to 
$450 (b.) Where the annual valuation is $1,000 
or over, but under 34,200, the fea is increased 
from $360 to 8600 (c.) Where sach valuation 
is $4,200 or over, the fee is increased from $480 
to $800. (3.) Wholesale License fees and also 
Grocer’s License fees are increased from $240 
to $500. (4.) Chinese Wine and Spirit Shop 
License fees are increased from $150 to $250. 

“The increases of fees mentiongd in 1, 
and 3 are new, it being considered asonable 


| that such an increase should be levied. The 


increase of fees meswtioned in 4 was included 
in Ordinance 23 of 1899, which is repealed by 
section 5 of this Bill. 

“Section 4 provides for the coming into 
operation of the Ordinance, and for the ap- 
plication of the rates in the new Schedule to 
licenses granted on or after Ist November, 
1900.’ 

Continuing, the Attorney-General pointed 
out that there was no increase in the fee for an 
adjunct license. The difference between « 
public-house license and an adjunct license was

THE CRISIS IN CHINA. 


VICEROY LI HUNG-CHANG IN 
HONGKONG. 


TWO HOURS’ CONFERENCE AT 
GOVERNMENT HOUSE. 


H.E. Li Hung-chang arrived in the harbour 


from Canton in the Anping at about ten p.m. 
‘ow the 17th inst., and iow up at the China 


Merchants Wharf at about six a.m. on the 18th 


inst. 

His Excellency the Governor (Sir Henry 
Blake, G.C.M.G.) had sent a pressing invita- 
tion to the Viceroy to call upon him, but there 
appears to have been some doubt as to whether 
he would accept it or not. The last time he 


passed through Hongkong the Viceroy showed 
that he was in no particular 


hurry to go up to 
Government House, and the fact that on the 
18th inst. he not only found his way up the hill 
but landed at Murray Pier several minutes before 
the appointed time—nine o’clock—leads one to 
conclude that some very strong arguments must 
have been brought to bear upon him. 

Lord Suirdale, the Governor's A.D.C., as- 
sisted the Viceroy, who was arrayed in his 
yellow jacket, up the wharf steps and excort- 
ed him to his chair. A salute of 17 guns was 
fired from H.M.S. Tomar, and a guard of honour 
of the Royal Welch Fusiliers gave the royal 
salute. A large crowdof Chinese were assembled ' 
near the pier with the objectof catching a glimpse 
at their illustrious coun! an, butit was notice- 
able that the leading Chinamen of the colony 
were absent. Bscorted by his retinue, the 
Viceroy procéeded up Garden Road to Govern- 
ment House, the route being lined by mem- 
bers of the Hongkong Regiment, who were 
in charge of ( aptain Berger. The band of the 
regiment were assembled:in the grounds and 
played several selections of music. 

On reaching Government House the Viceroy 
was welcomed in the ese H.E. the 
Governor and H. BE. Major-General Gascoigne, 
C.M.G., and escorted into the reception room. 
Here he was introduced to Lieut.-Gen. Sir 
Arthur Gaselee, Major-General Barrow, Com- 
modore Powell, and the A.D.C's. 

A conference lasting about two hours then 
took place. We understand that His Excellency 
the Governor expressed his regret that 
the Viceroy was leaving Canton, and asked him 
if he could not see his way to return and resume 
the duties which he has so well fulfilled there 
up to now. The Viceroy, however, replied that 
he had been ordered by the Empress-Dowager 
to proceed to Peking to endeavour to settle 
affairs there and could not do other than obey. 
He added, that he did not apprehend any dis- 
turbance in Canton, as he had given the fullest 
instructions as to the course to be parene 2 
those whom he has ‘eft in charge. © 
said that it was by no means probable that. he 
would ever return to Canton. 

In speaking of the foreign ministers at 
Peking the Viceroy said that he received an 
intimation from the baog seve ela tal on the 
eighth inst., that they were all well and safe 


with the exception of the German minister. 

As to the edict Spamming him vie of 
Chihli, he said it was signed by both the Em- 
press Dowager and tha Emperor.

our past experiences suddenly vanished into thin 
air with their appearance, and we were begin- 
ning already to feel sorry our romantic life was 
suddenly cut short. 

25th June was spent preparing to get back to 
Tientsin, and we left next day at 3 a.m., arriving 
at our destination at 8 a.m. Before leaving the 
captured Arsenal, all useful stores and ordinance 
was taken and the remainder destroyed. _

“ The capture of the Taku forts was a brilliant 
affair; well planned and well carried out; suc- 
cess, as not unusually, crowned very gallant and 
daring efforts. I congratulate ‘all concerned 
therein. 

_“ Tt is my pleasing duty, and that of the Rear- 
Admiral in my absence, to convey the above to 
their Lordships at the Admiralty; and it will 
be known generally in England. 

“To me, personally, the fine conduct of those 
belonging to the British China Squadron isa 
matter of special pride and pleasure, and I have 
no misgivings but that, whatever is before us, 
we shall if possible do better rathor than other- 
wise, and uphold the traditions of the British 
navy.

THE ADMIRAL RELIEVED. 
Tientsin, 29th June. 

’ Relief force for Admirals relief, consisting of 
500 Seamen and Marines, 200 Welsh Fusiliers, 
with detachments of German, American, and 
Japanese troops, started at midnight, 24th June. 
The night was dark, roads very bad, and for 
some time the column lost its way, but the 
whole force were in excellent spirits, and soon 
got on the proper track again. 

Early next morning signals were exchanged, 
and we found out exactly where the admiral 
and his force were. They had occupied a 
splendid position, having captured an Arsenal 
containing huge supplies of ordnance, am- 
munition, and stores. As the place could not 
be held and communications safely kept opzn, 
it was decided to fall back on Tientsin. ‘The 
whole “force moved across the river after 
destroying what was not wanted in the 
Arsenal, and commenced the. march back to 
Tientain. The Terrible's long range gun had 
moved out from the town and had shelled 
the enemy who were attempting to 
oppose our return, doing them considerable 
damage. Arrived back about 9 am. withont 
much difficulty. Admiral’s force had lost |' 
heavily, the Centurion’s suffering the most, 
some 19 killed, and 1380 wounded from that ship 
alone. They had suffered great privations from 
hunger, and want of medical comforts for so 
great a number of wounded, and had subsisted 
on 4 naval rations for the latter ten days, till 
they captured some rice stored in the Arsenal.

with tuem. It must be, however, noted that 
the Governmon* wis never unwilling to send 
commands to tue troops to vigorously suppress 
these anarchists and rebel populace, but owing 
to their near proximity, as it were under our 
very elbows, it followed that, if severe repressive 
measures were ordered, we wonld not ba able to 
protect the Legations wt. as and a preat-ca- 
lamity would at onca ensue. There were alio 
fears that the rebel populace of both Chihli and 
Shantung would rise together at this crisis and 
unite in massacring all missionaries and con- 
verts within those provinces and leave none 
alive. We were therefore forced to hesitate 
and consider the situation, the one course feasi- 
ble at the time being to request the Ministers 
at the various Lezations to abandon Peking 
temporarily for 'Tientsin. 
Whilst this proposition was being dis- 
cussed between us, there suddenly came 
the news that the Minister for Germany, 
K'é Té-lin (Baron von Ketteler) had that 
morning, while proceeding to the Tsungli 
Yamén, been murdered by the anarchist énemies 
of tie Curistians. It appeared that the Ger- 
man Minister had the day before notified by 
letter the Tsungli Yamén that he was going 
there the next day, but that owing to constant 
disturbances occurring on that route the Minis- 
ters of the said Yamén refuséd to consent toa 
meeting with the said German Minister on ° 
that day. With the murder of the German 
Minister. the rebels found themselves caught in 
a dilemma from which there was.no alternative 
save to go on in their reckless course, and as it 
appeared to the Government. at the time that, 
in view of. this, it would be unwise to send the 
various Ministers, although with strong escorts 
for their protection, to seek safety at Tientsin, ~ 
the matter had perforce to be given up. The © 
only course the Government could do was there- 
fore to issue stringent orders to the troops 
guarding the said Legations to. be all the more 
on the look out, to keep strict watch over their 
safety and prevent sudden attack on them. , 
At this crisis we were suddenly surprised to 
hear that General Lo Yung-kuang, commanda- 
ing our forts at Taku, had been personally ad- 
dressed on the 16th June by the Foreign officers 
in that vicinity who demanded the handing over 
of ‘the said forts to the Foreign fleets which, if 
not done by 2 o'clock the next day, would be 
forcibly taken possession of. Naturally, Lo 
Yung-kuang refused to-do this. At the expira-. 
tion of the time the Foreign fleets. indeed 
began to open fire at our forts and a battle 
ensued for the whole day, until at last -our 
troops, unable to do more, abandoned the forts 
to the Foreign troops.

clamation, issued on the 3rd inst. at Wuchang, 
we are indebted to the N.-C. Daily News : - 

Chang, boca’ of Hukuang, and Yii, Gov- 
ernor of Hupeh, herel y issue the following joint 
proclamation in obedience to an Imperial de- 
cree commanding all Viceroys and Governors 
of provinces to take measures for the eafety and 
good order of our several jurisdictions. 

The disturbances of outlaws in the North 
have brought about war with the various For- 
eign Powers, causing the hearts of the people 
to be excited and endangering the public peace. 
The Viceroy and Governor therefore desire it 
to be known to all that they have since received 
Imperial decrees, dated respectively the 25th 
and 26th June, saying that “ the Imperial Goy- 
ernment will continue its best endeavours to 
protect the Legations of the various Foreign 
Powers in Peking, while the various Viceroys 
and Governors of provinces are required to 
co-operate together, and as opportunity offers, 
safeguard the territories under their several 
jurisdictions.” The Viceroy and Governor 
have therefore decided to obey the above decrees 
in this instance, and have co-operated with H.E. 
Lin, Viceroy of the Liangkiang provinces, with 
regard to the protection of and preservation of 
order in our respective territories. We have 
all agreed upon a carefully worked out plan 
of mutual co-operation for the complete protec- 
tion of all the eastern and southern provinces, 
and have, moreover, mutually arranged with 
the Consula of the veriaue Foreign Powers 
that, while tthe Admirals of the various 
Powers do not enter the Yangtsze River with 
their fleets, we will guarantee the safety of all 
foreigners and foreign property in the inland 
provinces, all of whom and their belongings will 
be ander the special care and protection of the 
Jocal authorities, who will use their best efforts 
to preserve the . This has since been 

telegraphed to the Throne and entered in the 
records.

At the Magistracy on the 13th inst. Mr. 
Hazeland opened an enquiry into the cirgum- 
stances attending the death of 8ze Kun, who 
lost his life at the fire which took place at 
239 and 240, Des Veeux Road, on the evening of 
the 3rd inst. The house No. 239 collapsed, and 
took part of No. 240 with it, No. 240 being also 
seton fire through the over-turning of a lamp 
by the light of which the deceased was writing. 
—Dr. Thomson gave evidence as to the cause of 
death, burning.—A foki at No. 240 said that 
on the 3rd inst. a considerable quantity of rice 
was taken into No. 289, and‘at 845 p.m. the 
same evening the place collapsed, No. 
240 collapsing immediately afterwards. He 
was sitting opposite the deceased, the kerosine 
lamp upset and the place caught fire. Witness 
ran off and was eventually taken out from 
among the debris. The deceased could not 
escape and was burned to death-—The manager | 
of the shop at 240, Des Voeux Road, said he 
remembered the night of the 3rd inst. At 8.45 
‘m. the house collapsed. He was inside at 
the time but managed to escape ; subsequently 
the house caught fire. Up to that evening 
rice had been carried in to 239 for two or three 
days, and a considerable quantity had been 
stored on the premises.—Ip Lun Tak, master 
of the rice shop at 239, Des Voeux Road, 
said he only went down to No. 239 occasionally, 
and was not able to remember whether he went 
down either on the 2nd or the 3rd inst.

FIGHT BETWEEN MALAYS AND CHINESE. 


SEVERAL WOUNDED. 


A serious affray seems to have taken place in 
Queen's Road East on the night of the 
18th inst. About eight Malays who visited 
a house in Ship street got at loggerheads 
with some Chinese and a free fight ensued. 
The Chinese began to throw bricks and other 
missiles and the Malays drew their knives. 
A Chinaman was stabbed in the side. a 
serious wound being inflicted, and two of 
the Malays were badly mauled, one’ being 
hit in the leffeye with a brick and stabbed in 
the back and the other being wounded on the 
head. Four of the Malays, including the two 
injured, were taken into custody and appeared 
before Mr. Hazeland on the 14th inst. One was 
charged with cutting and wounding, but as the 
Chinaman whom he had injured was unable to 
leave the Hospital he was removed until ‘Tues- 


day. The other three were charged with dis- 


District Watchman No. 10 said that at about 
half-past nine p.m. on the 13th inst. he was in 
Praya East when he heard a whistle blow. He 
ran into Queen's Road Hast and there saw a 
wounded Chinaman. In consequence of what he 
told him he ran after the first defendant, who had 
a knife in his hand and attempted to cut him. 
He arrested him. 

Sanitary Inspector Cotton said that he was 
Just retiring to bed. when he heard a police

whistle. He rushed down from St. Francis 
Street, where he lived, into Queen's Road East. 
and there saw the second defendant followed by 
a crowd of Chinese. He was running-among 
the crowd stabbing right and left. He shouted 
out to him to drop the knife, and in reply the 
man said to him, “Go away, go away,’ 
and pointed the knife towards him. He 
attempted to close with him, but the man 
got away. He was immediately afterwards 
knocked down, a Chinaman striking him in 
the left eye with a brick. On getting up the 
man ran towards Arsenal Street. ere he 
stopped, gave his knife up to a soldier, and 
witness took him to No. 2. Police Station. 

Chinese constable No. 296 said that on hear- 
ing p police whistle he went up Ship Street and 
saw the third defendant running with a knife 
in his hand. He knocked the knife out of his 
hand with his truncheon and arrested him. 

There was a crowd of Chinese about the man. 

Inspector Ford, who has charge of No. 2 
district, said he was in the Police Station when 
the defendants were brought in. There were 
two classes of houses in Ship Street, some being 
for Huropeans and some for Chinese. 

. All the defendants told the same story. It 
- was to the effect that tliey visited a house in 
Ship Street and on coming out were set upon 
by the Chinese. yy 

- His Worship said he was quite satisfied that 
this quarrel, or almost riot, was due to the fact 
that in this Ship Street there were houses both

for Europeans and Chinese. That was a serious 
state of affairs and might cause a riot every 
night. The defendants had no business to use 
daggers. He knew that for years Malays had 
gone about with daggers, but it was an offence 
against the law. He thought, however, that 
justice would be met by calling upon them to 
enter into a bound, with one surety of 825 each, 
to keep the peace for six months. The defen- 
dante are seamen and live in a Malay boarding 
house in Lascar Row. The lodging-house- 
keeper agreed to act as surety. 


PLAGUE TREATMENT. 


—_—_—~—__—_ 


The following report by Dr. Francis W. 
Clark, Medical Officer of Health, on the 
method of dealing with outbreaks of bubonic 
fever (plague) is published :— 

1, Notification —All cases of infectious dis- 
ease should be reported at once to the nearest 
Police Station or to the Sanitary Board (Tele- 
phone No, 257), or to the Medical Officer of 
Health (Telephone No. 120). This is compul- 
sory on “all persons knowing or having reason to 
beheve that any person has been attacked by or 
is suffering from” Bubonic Plagues. Cholera or 
Small-pox (Bye-law 17, Ordinance 15 of 1894) ; 
but it is universally evaded by the Chinese and 
even by the Chinese “ Doctors." The penalty 
for its evasion is $25. : 

2. Detection of the Sick. —In the absence of 
notification this can only be effected by 
by means of house to house visits. The Sani- 
tary Board has power to institute such house to 
house visits in any district in which the disease 
may prévail and must define the limits of such 
district (Bye-law 25, Ordinance 15 of 1894). 

The City of Victoria has been declared in- 
fected and four European officers of the Board 
with two Chinese constables are at present en- 
gaged in house to house visiting in No. 2 Health 
District while a ¢ hinese doctor trainedin Western 
medicine is making similar visits in No. 1 Health 
District, and two European Constables and a 
Chinese Constable are making visits in No. 9 
Health District. Their hours of duty are from 
5-8 a.m. and 2-5 p.m., and a copy of the instruc- 
tions which have been issued to these officers is 
attached. The villages on the Kowloon Pen- 
insula have also been declared infected and six 
European officers with three Chinese constables 
are engaged in house to house visits in Yau- 
mati, Mongkoktsui, Taikoktsui and Hunghom. 

3.—Removal of the Sick.- Ambulances for 
the removal of the sick are kept at the various 
Police Stations, at the Canton Wharf. and at 
the Board's matsheds at Praya East, Taiping- 
shan, Yaumati and Hunghom, and’sick persons 
are removed in these ambulances to the Tung 
Wah Hospital on application to the Sanitary 
Board, the Medical bfieor of Health, or the 
Police, and are there examined by a Chinese 
Doctor trained in Western medicine and are 
either drafted at once by him to the Plague 
Hospital or detained under observation in 
case of doubt. In making any such appli- 
cation care should be taken to state dis- 
tinctly whether the patient is alive or dead, 
for in the cage of dead bodies, a dead-box is for- 
warded for the removal. The ambulance is at- 
tended by a Chinese constable who conveys the 
details concerning the case to the Hospital Au- 
thorities, = | 

Heavy wooden boxes, with rubber washers 
4itted to the lids, are used for the removal of 
dead bodies to the Government Mortuary ; these 
are kept at the various ,Police Stations and at 
the Board's matsheds and information concern- 
ing the death is forwarded on a card attached 
to the body. . 

4. Treatment of the Sick.—This 
tm the hands of the Medical De ent. The 
Government Hospital at Kenn ay Town is mit 
plemented by a series of Matshed Hospitals, 
also at Kennedy Town, which are managed by 
the authorities of the Tang Wah Hospital but 
are under the supervision of the Medical De- 
partment. ; 

5. Disinfection of Infected Premises.—This 
is carried out by a European officer assisted by 
eight coloured foremen, a Chinese foreman and 
8 varying number of coolies.

removes their own clothing, bedding, curtains, 
and carpets, to the Steam Disinfecting Station, 
the clothing being tied up in sheets dipped‘in a 
solution of Jeyes’ fluid and conveyed through 
the streets in baskets; persons who are able to 
obtain new or clean clothing from some unin- 
fected premises are however not detained. afters 
they have discarded their infected clothing and 
handed it to the Inspector for disinfection. 
New goods, silk clothing which has not been 
recently worn, furs and leather goods are not 
removed to the Steam Disinfector, but must as 
a general rule remain on the premises until 
they have been fumigated. ‘When the clothing, 
etc., is returned (in the éourse of some two 
hours) from the Disinfecting Station, the ~. 
persons who have been detained are required to 
put on their own clothing and must then leave 
the premises for some 5 or 6 hours while it is 
disinfected and cleansed. The Government 
clothing is returned to the Disinfecting Station 
to be steamed before it is again used. The peo- 
ple so displaced from their homes are at liberty 
to make use of the Board's matshed shelters 
until the processes of disinfection of the pre- 
mises are complete. 

The disinfection of the premises consists in 
the spraying of the walls with a solution of 
perchloride of mercury (1 in 1,000) or fumiga- 
tion with free chlorine obtained by the addition 
of diluted sulphuric acid to chlorinated lime 
(1 quart of a 1 in 8 solution of the acid to each 
Ib of the chlorinated lime). Floors and furni- 
ture are then scrubbed with solution of Jeyes’ 
fluid and the walls are then lime-washed, chlo- 
rinated lime being added to the lime-wash in 
the proportion of 4 Ih to the gallon. 

6. Burial of the dead.—This is carried out 
under the superintendence of one of the Board's 
Officers, all bodies being buried at the Kenedy- 
town Plagne Cemetery. unless a special permit

The following remarks of Mr. Wong, pastor 
of the London ‘Mission Chapel in. Hongkong, 
with reference to-a letter which appeared in our 
columns on the dthinst., will be read with i in- 
terest. Pastor Wong writes :— 

On the 10th day of the. 6th moon, ¢. e. the bth 
of July according to Western calculation, a 
friend translated a paragraph by a Western 
friend, published in the Hongkong Daily Press, 
which refers to missionaries, stating that their 
method are not good, and that therefore there 
exists the present great;calamity. 

Although I do not know who this Western 
friend is, having read his article I have some- 
what to say in reply to him. I trust he will 
not blame me, and if I err in what I say I trust 
this good friend will pardon me. 

If you wish t» kno. the Chinese mind it is im- 
portant in the first pice to read what Chinese 
history says about the murderous evil of bar- 
barians, also how in ancient times the people 
feared them. and th nu you will know how it is 
the people hate forsiyners to-day, and call them 
devils, “ foreign devils.” 

Interati called Westerners barbarians ; but 
now forced by treaty and there being no help 
for it, they call them “ Ocean men, Westerners. 
The feeling of hatred against foreigners has 
already been accumulated through several thou- 
sand years. Now to-day everywhere on the 
borderland many Westerners, presuming on 
their power, treat us Chinese almost like slaves. 
In some cases it is worse than the treatment of 
| slaves. How then shall they not hate P 

Personally, I have not seen how they treat 
Chinese in other plices; but having been in 
Hongkoug sereral, dacades I have seen: many 
things. Hongkong is a British Colony and the 
laws are most just. Speaking impartially, 
Hongkong has changed. wonderfully. The Gov- 
ernment is now extremely mild and kind, and 
treats us Chinese far better than heretofore, and 
in Hongkong there has been absolutely no law 
case in connection with the ( hurch, which has 
been dealt with unfairly. Nevertheless to- day 
when the Chinaman hears that China wishes to 
kill every missionary and foreigner, his heart, 
contrary to what might be expected, rejoices ! 
Tam afraid this is the case with six or seven 
out of every ten. Thus it may he known that 
it is very difficult td get rid of this feeling of 
hatred against foreigners. Those who gradu- 
ally lose this feeling. and do not hate Westerners, 
are those who have entared the church and those 
who are friend of the converts. 

From this we may learn that if we wish to 
remove this feeling possessed by the Chinese we 
must vertainly employ the doctrine of Christ- 
ianity, and preach it throughout the whole of 
China to melt this heart, which hates men of 
the outer nations, and which has been hardened 
through several thousand years. 

In the second place it is important that the 
Chinese classics should be read so as to under- 
stand how the civilization of ancient generations 
dealt with barbarians, and what is the civiliza- 
tion of the Chinese Sages. Many men have 
read the choicest of the Sages doctrine. Now 
referring to one's parents’ wish for revenge, it 
says that one must not live with the enemy 
between the same heaven and earth (z.e. the 
son must kill his parents’ enemy or be killed in 
the attempt - Translator). Again, those who do 
not treat me well must be treated according to 
straight principles. Moreover it says, “ 
pulse barbarians, do not allow them in China.” 

And the Chinese are always wishful to carry 
out these principles. and these principles have 
been instilled into the Chinese mind for over 
two thousand years. How then shall they not 
hate Westerners ? 

Hong Yau Wai and Leung Kai Chiu are mén 
who understand the doctrines of Christiani 
but although they praise Christian foreigners

But, on the other hand, I do not say that this 
trouble has nothing whatever: to do. with the 
business of converts’ law cases: I only say that 
the people have borrowed -this 88 a-reason for 
raising a storm. That which is ‘most patent is 
that six or sevan out of avery ten Chinese offi- 
cials covet wealth, and skin the people, treating 
them with indifference. I do not know-how much 
injustice the people of the-cduntry as a whole 
daily suffer. A few officials havea heart to | 
sympathise with the- peoplo, and-hence the people 
do not hate the officials’ as deeply as they do 
Westerners. For this reason, also, they have - 
not wrought rebellion, or any great calamity. 
Perhaps one or two missionaries ‘have through 
misunderstanding been’ prejudiced in some cases 
and helped at all hazards ‘yet as these cases do not 
come up to the cases of wrong treatment of the 
people by the officials by one in ten thousand 
timex ten thousand, how have they given rise 
to this greatest calamity? Our Chinese piilace 
officials consider the people's unjust suffering as 
a vory little thing. How thon should this great 
trouble arise on account of a few badly anges 
law cases in connection with the Church ? 
desd, it has arisen because they -(the officials) 
consider the loss of power a great thing. The 
cficials wishing to raise the tariff were unable 
‘2 be their own masters. If they| did not ‘give 
every advantage to the Westerners, then they 
were restricted by them. 

Therefore there exists the present great cal- 
amity. \ 

If you wish to avoid trouble. in connection 
with the Church, you must ‘reform the Chinese - 
official's covetous heart, and the punishments of 
trial (z.e. trial by tortures - Translator). 

To prevent our countrymen from suffering 
injustice, having no place where they might 
plead their cause, they have been obliged to ask 
the missionary to save them, and the mission- 
arys heart contd not bear to see them suffer 
and die without rescuing them. Hence, at 
times, he has helped them, and then the power-

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THE ATTEMPT ON KANG YU-WEI 
AT SINGAPORE.

In connectidn with the telegram from Sin ga- 
pore which appeared in our issue of Saturday 
last, the following are the details of the affair 
as given hy the Stradts Times of the 12th inst.:-— 

T'wo Japanese gentlemen. reported to he of 
means and education, arrived in Singapore from 
Japan v1 Hongkong, over a week ago, so we are 
informed, and sought an interview with Kang 
Yu-wei, the Chinese Reformer. who is still rasid- 
ing in seclusion in Singapore. The interview was 
not granted, but instead, acting “on informa- 
tion received.” the police are alleged to have 
arrested the two Japanese, who were said to 
have been armed, and who were lodged in the 
Civil prison. As a result of representations 
« made by the Japanese Consul here, the mat- 

ter has been investigated hy the Acting Gover- 
nor and other prominent Government officials ; 
and the Japanese Consul has cabled to his 
Government for instructions. 

With these particulars before him. a repre- 
sentative of the Straits Times called on the 
Japanese Consul in Singapore shortly after 
noon yesterday and had a lengthy interview 
with him. The Japanese Consul informed our 
representative that two educated and well-known 
Japanese gentlemen named Miyazaki Torazo 
and Kiofuzi Kohichiro arrived in Singapore 
about two weeks ago from Japan via Hong- 
kong. The former wrote to Kwang-Hu-Wei, 
through Mr. Khoo Siok Wan, asking for an 
order to obtain his (Kang Yu-wei's) opinion 
regarding the crisis in China. Kang Yu-wei 
when in Japan had always accompanied Miyazaki 
Torazo and had sometimes: lived in his house. 
On Friday evening last, the two Japanese 
were arrested in a certain Japanese hotel in 
Singapore, by, it is said, the Chief Police Officer,

APPOINTMENT OF SECRETARY 
OF THE PHILIPPINE COM- 
MISSION.

The Commixsion announce the election of Mr. 
‘Arthur W. Ferivusson to the position of Secre- 
tary of the Commission, Mr. Fergusson was 
previously the Spanish Secretary and has been 
acting as Secretary to the Commission since its 
organizatton in Washington on the Ist April. 
Mr. Fergusson, while a native of California, has 
spent the greater portion of his official life in 
Washington. Witha thorough Spanish educa- 
tion and a residence in the city of Mexico of 
about fourteen years he has been considered by 
the U. S. Government as the most eligible ap- 
pointment to many positions, having to deal 
with the translation and interpreting of Spanish 
language and with the more intrigute problems 
of Spanish law. My. Fergusson served as official, 
interpreter to the Pan-American Conference, 
Secretary of the International Monetary Com- 
mission, Assistant Secretary to thw Inter-Con- 
tinental Railway Commission. Secretary of the 
U.S. and Chilian Claims Cémmission and Secre- 
tary of the U. S. and Venezuelan Claims Com- 
mission. He was for three yeurs before receiving 
his present position of Chief Translator of the 
Bureau of American Republics, with the exception 
of three months spent during the antumn and 
winter of 1898 as interpreter to the U. S. and 
Spanish Peace Commission.

| a stranger or person of doubtful character | 
oF aliy-person carrying firearms, they should take 
him tothe ‘guard-house to investigate matters, 
and if hie can pive a satisfactory account of him- 
gelf, let him off on bail. Of all the regiments in 
Kwangtung those of Cheang-yung-choi, On- | 
yung and Mo-yungare the best. If such rebellious | 
gangs as Foo Chan Hoi and Ao Shun and other 
secret societies intend to attack Canton, we shall 
be able to resist them. Itis a fact that the 
navy of Canton is known only as a name, con- 
sequently we have to engage a Japanese naval in- 
stractor to train the marines, and have to streng- 
then the fleet by an increase of twentv more small 
steamers to cruise about along the North, West, 
and Canton rivers to look after pirates, and also 
for protection of the foreign firms at Shameen, 
Lately the robbers or rebels have been employ- 
ing such pretexte as that of killing foreigners 
and native Christians, but in reality they mean 
to raise a rebellion. In the ammunition-store 
the. quick-firing guns, rifles, old and new, differ- 
ent kinds of cartridges are mixed up, and the 
soldiers do not know which will fit which; they 

will ‘have to be sorted and re-examined and 
at into proper order. The provisions of 
anton are evidently not enough for four months; 
; consequently should an enemy blockade the 
port it will not be able to hold out long. 
We should take certain steps, say form a joint 
stock company to buy rice from abroad and 
store it: here for our supply, free of lekin and 
customs duty on importation. , Lastly we 
should have a public debating society, where we 
can di and air our opinions and submit 
them to the consideration of the authorities. 
THE END OF THE MEETING. 

After a long and animated discussion in which 
each: one tried to vie with the other in loud 
talk, until another interrupted by cutting him 
short, in the irregular unmethodical Chinede 
way, a set of ten rules was adopted, to be sub- 
mitted to H.E. the Viceroy for approval. A 
committee of sixteen men of the respectable 
and well-known class was also selected.

THE DEFENCE OF «ANTON. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE “DAILY PRESS.” 
Canton, 14th July. 

S1z,—With reference to correspondense un- 
der the above heading, I am inclined to agree 
with Consul Scott in his disparagement of the 
too ready use of force, and’ am inclined to think 
that. judging by the measures proposed, if we 
are not very careful any trouble which occurs 
will probably of our own making rather than 
otherwise. There may be Baden-Powells amongst- 
us flaming to distinguish themselves and to 
earn Victoria Crosses ; but whilst giving them 
all credit, for my part I consider “ Discretion 
the better part of valour!” 

The policy should be purely and simply 
Scoot! First the women and children, an‘ then 
the men to follow, after covering their rotreat. 
Defence? To stop and fight? What for? 
For bricks and mortar, rags, bits of painted 
mud, and dead wood! I ask you, mes braves, 
is it for these that you would sacrifice your 
valuable bodies, not to mention souls? Besides, 
my friends, is there no such thing as claims ? 
Elastic and expanding claims? Possibly “ L. 
-Metford” and “ Resident” have poss:ssions 
which no claims can satisfy ; or they may con- 
sider ‘‘a bird in the hand worth two in the bush!" 
Or they way have come to the conclusion that 
life in Shameen is hardly worth the living at the 
best of times, and much less so when you're in 
hourly dread, real or imaginary, of gettin;s your 
throat cut. Ifso they are welcome to stand 
by. and defend their possessions with the last 
drop of their heroic blood. But to us the 
majority who own no more of Shame:n soil 
than we can comfortably cram into our hits or 
pockets, a life-policy, a lottery ticket, and a few 
domestic encumbrances which will be as lad to 
get rid of us as we shall be to get .rid of them 
under the circumstances, how foolish we should 
be to stop and defend other peoples’ property. 
What's all the world to a man when his wife's a 
widow? Let those fight to protect property 
who are paid for it. We are civilians, not 
soldiers. We may fight to protect the lives of 
others, or our own, but is it worth to kill or to 
be killed for bricks, mortar, stone, wood, and 
mud, which can easily be replaced—possibly 
at a profit—new for old! In all this 
I am supposing, of course, a proper riot, 
joined in by overwhelming numbers, the 
regulars possibly included, and not a mere fracas. 
Under such circumstances Shameen, with the 
fozce at ‘hand, could not be depended for any 
-length of time, and retreat alone should be 
thought of. My suggestions would be a wide 
awake lookout “patrol”; a signal system by 
day and night; women to_the boata. Then to 
the bridges. Then men to follow to boats. As 
to the suggestion to clean the creek, I believe 
it would: bring about just what we wish to avoid. 
It would be more ill-judged than was the firing

CONSULAR REPORT. 
ICHANG. 2. ss 

In his report on the trade of Ichang for 1899 - 
Mr. Acting Consul Wilton notes a substantial. «_ 
increase, both in the local trade with othér treaty 
ports (chiefly Shanghai, Hankow, and .Chung- 
king) and the transhipment trade... between — 
Chungking. and the riverain pores iehieliy 
Hankow and Shanghai). The former has ad- 
vanced from £193,009 in 1898 to £555,938; the 
latter from £2,298,437 in 1898 to £4,674,949. 
The total trade of the port has thus more than 
doubled itself in the last year. : This Mr. Wit- 
ton attributes to the restoration: of confidence 
in Szechuan following the suppression -of the 
Yumantzu rebellion. “It is unlikely,” says Mr. 
Wilton, “that the trade for 1900 will increase 
to the same phenomenal extent, anless some new 
‘factor, such as the successful . competition - of 
steam with junk transport, be brought to bear.” 
It ‘is to be feared that we must now wait another 
year or more to.s2e this new factor in operation. 
The same remark may-apply to Mr. Wilton’s 
statement :— The experiment of steam naviga- 
tion of the upper Yangtze should be solved in 
1900, as a British and German stzamer will 
commence to run between Ichang..and-Chung- . 
king in May and June respectively.” The full 
trial of the experiment has unfortunately been 
interrupted by recent events, and we may have 
to wait for some time to see ‘a repetition ‘of the 
satisfactory trade record for 1899, - This trade, 
it must be noted, is enti¥ely with native treaty 
ports, and there is "ag dices foreign trade. 
In conclusion, Mr. Wilton’s remarks on Ichang 
as a trade centre and.on the navigation of the 
upper Yangtze may he quoted:—‘ The main 
drawbacks to the development of Ichang. as 
an improtant trade centre are the moun- 
tainous nature of the pect (hes ‘country 
and the deplorable state of. the roads connecting 
Ichang with producing districts. The present 
status of Ichang is due chiefly to its geographical 
osition, situated as it is at the lower end of the 
ifficult and dangerous stretch of river leading 
up into the province of Szechuan. I-is-the 
present terminus for steam navigation. Down- 
river cargo is transhipped into native jjunks 

und up river, whiks the up-river cargo brought 
down by junks is transhipped into steamers for 

[ankow and thence on to Shanghai. The ad- 
vent of steamers to run between Ichang and 
Chungking will tend to increase exports from 
and ultimately imports to Chungking, and there- 
by increase imports into and re-exports from 
Ichang. As these steamers will be the means 
of increasing trade and, therefore, the customs 
revenue, it would appear to be incumbent on 
the Chinese Central Government to endeavour 
to lesson the dangers of navigation by. some 
artificial means. Judging, however, from 
present indications,. the ventral authorities 
will neither attempt the work themselves nor 
even permit interested parties to do so.”
